COLORFUL AUTUMN 
OFFERS NOVEL BOQUETS 





After frosty nights and autumn sun 
shine have blackened foliage and 
ripened fruit, the woman who keeps 
her home well garnished during the 
summer with flowers and foliage be- 
gins a search for suitable material to 
decorate the house during late aut- 


| The florist may have his day later on, | 
but just now garden, field and market } 
can furnish a wealth of interesting 
and colorful material. 

Sea lavender and billowy bouquets 
of perennial “baby’s breath’ are dried 
as they come to maturity, and there is 
still time to gather the tall wands of 
lunaria or “honesty,” as some call it. 
The shimmering silver pods of lunaria 
are covered during the early autumn 
by a thin brown shell that is easily 
and quickly removed to reveal the sil 
ver lining. Globe thistles dry well 
even with their foliage left on. The 
foliage turns a gray — “green | but the

Thomas Miron On Suffers Frac- 
tured Skull In Fall From 
Tree 





Mr Thomas Miron, of Tweed, was 
brought to the Hospital in a critical 
condition thiy morning suffering from 
a fractured skull.

" ish’ gunboat “Cricket.” Sixty-eigat Jap- 
anese boarded two Japanese gunboats 
anchored there. : 

The mutiny began at tunree this 
morning, tollowing prolonged nogotia- 
tions between the troops and the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce over 
toe price to prevent looting. The 
Chamber met the first demand to pay 
$60,000 in silver, whereupon the troops 
demanded an extra $100,000. These 
forces are part of Fang Chenwu's army

In treating the 
case of a delinquent child he sould be 
approached from his social standpoint 
rather than from a punishing stand- 
point,” said the speaker emphaticaly.

Those. fu'st, mcan- 
descent lights cost $2 to manufacture 
and had an active life of less than an 
hour. Edison substituted bamboo for 
cotton thread as a filament, with bet- 
‘er results.

tain devices had been struck by Queen 
Elizabeth half a century previously 
and presented to high officers in the 
Royal Navy in commemoration of the 
victory over the Spanish Armada, but 
it was left to King Charles the First 
to institute decorations for personal 
bravery in the army. History discloses 
the first of thesé to have been known 
As the “Forlorn Hope,” a medal whose 
manufacture by the King’s Graver of 
Seals was authorized by Royal War- 
Tant in the year 1642. Whether any 
“Forlorn Hopes” were ever issued are 
unknown, al records pertaining there- 
to being destroyed when the Parlia- 
mentary forces entered Oxford where 
Charles had Set up his headquarters.

the Civil War— an Irish officer named 

Lynch was decorated by the King 
Lynch may not improbably have been | 
the first recipient of “The Forlorn 
Hope,” and thus the first British soldi- 
er in history to wear a decoration be- 
stowed for a conspicuous act of gall- 
antry. 


King Charles established a precedent 
but not for another 200 years was any 
general attempt made to follow it. 
Medals of various descriptions and 
commemorative of yarious historical 
events were issued from time to time 
during the 18th century. It was not, 
until well towards the middle of the 
last century, however, that there came 
@ revival and definite establishment 
of the principle that decorations be 
awarded not only for general partici- 
pation in tre foreign wars but also 
for acts ‘of individual bravery. A 
furious reflection is that a stubborn 
“Opponent of this pratice was none 
other than the* “Iron Duke” ‘himself. 
Welington expressed a peculiar anta- 
gonism towards issuing medals to the 
very soldier whose sacrifices had gain- 
_@d for him his renown as’ conqueror 


of Napoleon. 


The Distingushed Conduct Medal is 
senior in point of age to the Victoria 
Cross, having preceded it by about a 
decade. Its distribution was restricted 
to non-commissioned officers and men 
just as its vis-a-vis, the Distingushed 
Service Order, was confined to the 
commissioned ranks. The Vicioria Cross 


formed “in the presence of the enemy.” 
later the qualifications 
were modified. It was set forth that 
the Victoria Cross could be awarded 
for a deed of valor, necessarily in the 
presence of the enemy, which might 
result in the saving of a life and pub- 
lic property. Under the amended con- 
ditions one, and only one, Victoria 
Cros! was ever conferred. And it is 
of extreme interest to recall that Can 
ada was the locale of the feat which 
produced the sole award. On June 9, 
1866, a detachment of the 2nd battali- 
cn, the Rifle Brigade, was being trans- 
ported from Quebec City to Montreal, 
during the Fenian Raid. At Danyille 
Station the ammunition van caught 
fire. It was at once uncoupled. Con- 
sternation developed among the Rifle-

This was the only occasion which a 
Victoria Cross was awarded for an act 
performed in this country. Subsequent 
protests resulted in a restoration of the 
original qualifications in 1881. 


_ Rule 13 of the Royal Warrant of 1856 
ordains that where a ship's company 
has performed a gallant and daring 
act in Which all of its personnel have 
been equally distinguished, the officer 
commanding may direct that the ranks 
and ratings select one of their num- 
ber respectively to receive the Victoria 
Cross. The first time this was ever 
done saw a Canadian figure in the 
award, Lieut. R. N. Stuart, V.C., DS. 
O., at present master of the Canadian 
Pacific liner, “Duchess of York,” is 
the son of Prince Edward Island par- 


ents. In June, 1917, he served with 
Commander Gordon Campbell ,V.C,, on 
board the “hush ship” Pargust. Off 
the Irish Coast the Pargust was tor- 
pedoed by the UC-29, and in the en- 
suing operations the German submar- 
ine was sunk. In recognition of his 
part in the engagement, Lieut. Stuart 
was selected by the officers of the Par- 
gust to receive the Victoria Cross. The

are to the beekeeper himself. A crop 
yf fruit cannot be obtained unless the 
blossoms first become fertilized and 
this is accomplished. by tranferring 
pollen from one blossom to another. 
{t has been proved tiat most of the 
fruit bearing trees or bushes are 
either self sterile or incompatible to 
their own pollen and that all of them 
will yield better crops when crossed 
with pollen from sdme other variety. 
It has also been proved that wind plays 
little or no part in the disirioution of 
fyuit pollen, but that insects are the 
most effective agents for his purpose. 


Some experimenal work done with 
plums av the Central Exeprimental 
Farm, Ottawa, sowed that when in- 
sects were excluded from the trees dur- 
ing the blossoming period, no fruit 
was cbtained, but where /hone ybees 
had access to the flowers, a good crop 
Was secured. Wild bees are also effect- 
ive pollinating agents but their num- 
hers cannot be controlled, a vevere 
winter may reduce their numbers 
considerably, but honey becs being 
wintered over in colonies and capable 
of being moved from place to place 
may be distributed through the orch- 
ards as desired. It is a common prac- 
tice in some countries for fruit. grow- 
ers, Who are not beekeepers themselves, 
to hire colonies from some beekeeper.

REPORT ANIMALS 
CAUSE CANCERS 


Commission Make Startling 
Statement—Open Field 
For Research 


London, Dec. 6.—Evidence that can- 
cer is caused by a specific germ attack 
ing animals and human beings indis- 
criminately is brought forward by the 
Westbound Field Commission for can- 
cer research, whose preliminary report 
is published in the British medical 
journal. ‘‘We met cancer in all kinds 
of wild and domestic animals, pet ani- 
mals and animals used for food”, the 


report says. This opens up a_ wide 
field of possibilities which the com- 
mission is exploiting. It is pointed 


out that without the knowledge of the 
animal sources of infection,, it is im- 
possible to underctand, much less con- 
trol the outbreaks of the disease in 
man.

New York December 10 — Nine per- 
sns are known to have been killed 
today in a fire which swept through 
a three storey brick building occupied 
by the Manhattan Studios, Incorporat- 
ed, and the Pathe Motion Picture Ex- 
change at Park Avenue and 134th St.

The Illyria sailed from Boston last 
November, under command of Captain 
S. D. Boutillier, a native of Newfound 
land. She carried a crew of 18 and a 
scientific staff of nine. 

The scientific staff: Cornelius 
Crane, 24 years old, leader; Karl P. 
Schmidt, chief of scientific staff and 
herpetoligists; Walter A. Weber, orino- 
thologist and artist; F. C. Worder, 
Taxidermist; Dr. W. L. Moss, ship's 
doctor and anthropologist; Dr. A. W. 
Herre, icythyologist and botanist; S. 
N. Shurtleff, motion picture photo; 
grapher; M. N. Fairband and GC. R. 
Peavy, general assistants. 

Some of the high spots of the expedi 
tion, in brief, were as follows: 

Haiti—During a visit of 8 days a col 
lection of birds, bats, and lizzards was 
made. Mr. Schmidt also caught some 
little known snakes.

The huge basilica was taxed beyond 
its capacity long before sunrise and 
the first mass, which began at mid- 
night, continued through the early 
hours with constantly increasing 
crowds. At dawn the deyout began to 
arrive after crawling on their knees 
over the four mile route from the na- 
tional cathedral in the centre of Mex 
ico City. The services represented 
Thanksgiving for the settlement of the 
church and state problem and the Te- 
opening of the churches as well as 
traditional religious ceremony. 


FOREIGNER GETS 


Frank Buono Sentenced To 
Prison on Charge of 
Manslaughter 


Whitby, December 12— Frank Buono 
was sentenced to 15 years imprison- 
ment here yesterday, after being found 
guilty of manslaughter on the cviarge 
of murdering Mrs. Sophie Kobernick, 
June 19 last. 

Following the trial, Mr, Stillwell in- 
timated that an appeal would be sought 
on the grounds that certain relevant 
evidence had not been admitted, 

For exactly five hours tide jury con- 
sidered the charge of murder, with a 
crowded court house anxiously awalt- 
ing their decision. Finally they brought 
in their verdict of manslaughter, which 
Mr. Justice Wright had suggested as 
a possible course in his address to the 
jury just before noon. 

As the pury filed back into the court 
room, a strained silence marked the 
anxiety of the large audience. Tihe 
roll was called. The verdict was pro- 
nounced by tha foreman: “We find 
him guilty of manslaughter.”

/ Fifty dollars may be regarded as a 
high price to pay for &@ yearling heifer, 
but if she has been reared \this far in 
ly 4 manner to give her proper develop- 

ment tis price is little enough. Indeed, 
when the costs are all taken into con- 
sideration there is no profit in selling 
& twelve months old heifer a+ Tlifty 
dollars. Records were kept of the cost 
of food consumed by six heifers of Ayr- 
shire, Holstein and Shorthorn breeding 
from birth to one year of age. 

Tey were fed whole milk valued at 
forty dollars per ton until’from three 
to four weeks of age when this was 
gradually changed to skim milk valued 
at four dollars . ton. A fat substitute 
valued at seventy dollars a toh was 
added to the skim milk, This was fed 
until the calves were three months of 
age. It was composed of one part flax 
seed and four parts of crushed oats 
with te hulls sifted out. When the 
calves got older one part of crushed 
oats was replaced by corn meal. Each 
calf was fed from one quarter to one 
pound of this fat substitute per day, 
the amount depending on the age and 
Condition of the calf. The coarser

Defects in Under Grade Cheese 

In looking over th defects in un- 
dergrade cheese this year, I find that 
in the forepart of the ‘season the 
flavor detects were largely confined 
to “rancid” and “slightly rancid,” with 
a small proportion “not clean’ or 
“fruity.” In the last half of the sea- 
son, flavor defects were just reversed 
and ther? were three times 4s many 
described as “not clean’ and “fruity” 
as compared with rancid flavors. This 
would indicate that the early part of 
the season when factories are getting 
under way and the milk delivered per- 
haps three or four times: per week, is 
the worst time for rancid flavor 

When the hot weather comes, whey 
tank and unclean flavors, which are 
difficult to’ describe, are the 
prominent. » These flavors usually de- 


velop into a heavy, unclean odor, re-

It will be known as the “Memorial 
Organ,” donated by Mr. R. J. Graham 
and family in memory of the late 
Mrs. Graham, an ardent church work- 
er, and whos2 wish it was that John 
Street Church should be equipped with 
qa modern pipe organ.

Mr. Caswell has had twenty years’ ex-

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“Tlimitable development in Canada’s 
Northland” is one of many striking 
phas2:s taken from a book just off 
the press on the Dominion’s new era 
of rapid development. A Canadian 
should have written the work, but it 
was an Amprican who did so. And 
perhaps it is better thus. A Cana- 
dian author might have been suspect- 
ed of booming his own country. An 
outsider writing of Canada may be 
conceived to have written dispassion- 
ately. 


In “Go North Young Man’ (McCiel- 
land & Stewart, Tofonto), Courtney 
Ryley Cooper has somewhat altered 
Horace Greeley’s advice of two gener- 
ations ago. After giving much study 
to his subject, he thinks that young 
Americans should seek their fortunes 
in this Dominion and its steadily 
marching frontiers. He is fascinated 
by the big things he has lately s?en 
being done in northern Quebec, north- 
ern Ontario, northern Manitoba, 
northern Saskatchewan, northern Al- 
berta and the Northwest “Territories, 
even to the arctic circle and beyond. 

Mr, Cooper repeats the forecast that 
Canada will some day be the domi- 
nant state of the British Empire, and 
he proceeds to explain why the new 
country is making giant strides after 
baing quiescent for so long. The rea- 
son, he says, is the New North, cram- 
med with minerals, thundering with 
possibilities for hydroelectric develop- 
ment, sufficiently tillable at intervals 
to assure small fortunis to hard-work- 
ing pioneers. And everywhere it 
bristles with the spires of soft woods 
which return, almos’ ton for ton in 
newsprint and sulphide papers, to say 
nothing of this development of cellu- 
lose fiber which produces the silky 
rayon and kindred products. This is 
the land which lately belonged only: 
4p the Indian trapper and the dog-sled 
driver, to the wandering factor of the 
Hudson's Bay Company and the 
French-Canadian pioneer. 

Tine area under development rap- 
idly spreads and, says the author, “AS 
the men pour in so pour the millions 
of dollars, hundreds upon hundreds of 
them, money from the United States, 
from older Canada, from England. 

Twenty millions for this, a hundred 
millions for something else; twenty 
millions more for a year’s railroad 
pbuilding, ten millions for the develop- 
ment of a single mine, another’ mil- 
lion for prospecting—just to find \out 
if a piece of ground is worth spending 
‘a real sum of money upon.” 

So suddenly, overnight seemingly, 
the north country began to crack wide 
open. A crevice is extending across 
the north of the whole dominion now, 
widened more in the last three years 
than in all the history of Canada. 
From Labrador, across the Ungave 
country, into northern Quebec, across 
the New North of Ontario, and 
through the Patricia district, into 
Manitoba, and northward into the bar- 
ren lands and beyond, across Saskat- 
ebewan and Alberta, and British Co- 
lumbia, and into the Yukon, the 
northward push is going forward like 
the skirmishing lines of a tremendous 
army. ; 

The westward flow of empire! in the 
history of the United States is puny 
compared to it. In fact, there is no 
comparison; the dramatics of the 
Alaskan rush were easier to describe 
because they were concentrated. But 
they were no more prevalent. 

As the writer points out, this north- 
ward push, incidentally, is not one 
which merely quests for gold or other 
minerals, like the chase of 98. It in- 
cludes agriculture and the opening up 
of farming districts, but it is not sole- 
ly concerned with that, as, was the 
opening of Oklahoma and ‘the Chero- 
kee strip. It concerns raflroad build- 
ing, under almost as many hardships 
and privations as thos of the build- 
ing of the Kansas Pacific and the Un- 
ion Pacific, but that a com-

As already indicated, Canada’s rapid 
developnient in the last few years is 
based in great measure on the abun- 
dance and wide distribution of her 
water powers, which provide ample 
motive energy for the utilization of her 
pulp forests and mineral resources. 
The ‘“Duke-Price” interests on the 
Saguenay River are developing more 
than a million horsepower for one 
project alone, the control of the worlds 
aluminum market. One unit is in 
operation and the rest are under con- 
struction. To gain a true idea of the 
water powers available, all one has to 
do is to visualize an industrial map 
of Cnada from the east to the west. It 
is an incessant string of pulp and 
paprr mills located between the At- 
lantic and the prairie provinces, 132 
in all, all of them running on water 
power, and some of these power plants 
developing as much as 100,000 horse- 


After one finishes with paper mills, 
one can turn to the smelters and mine 
mills which are dotting Canada from 
the Rockies to Quebec—and again it 
is the muskeg water that is turning 
out the copper, the gold, the silver, 
and the lead and zinc to keep a nation 
busy with manufactures. —gChristian 
Science Monitor.

Mice and Rabbits are Quite 


a, Problem With 
Farmer. 





Every year many fruit trees in Can- 
ada are girdled by mice and rabbits. 
Fortunately the rabbits do not injure 
the trees so regularly as the mice 


nor are as general in their injurious}s 


work as it is very difficult to prevent 
their ravages. In the case of mice, 
however, if some precaution is taken 
it is possible to prevent serious in- 
jury. 

Two methods are adopied at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
one is to wrap the trunks of the trees 
with building paper, and the other 


is to encircle the trunk with a wire]; 


protector with a small enough mesh to 
prevent a mouse going through. “In 
either case, the paper or protector 
must be put close to the ground as, 
usually, the mice aré working close 
to the ground beneath the snow, and, 
if there is a place under the protec- 
tor where they can get in, they will 
girdle the trunk and possibly ruin 
the tree. These protectors should be 
put on as soon as possible now as 
sometimes the mice begin gnawing the 
trunks of young ,trees before winter. 
Trees up to six inches in diameter 
should be protected where mice are 
troublesome. Another plan, when one

With regard to the 
British troops, these forehodings did 
not see fulfilment. The British dic 
their duty faithfully and with consid~ 
eration for the civilians, and the tat | 
ter, grew to appreciate the situation 
with the result that friendliness war 
born and grew strong.

PRISON PAROLE 


Leavenworth, Kas., 
Application of Dr. 





December 27.— 
Frederick A. Cook, 
Aretic explorer, for parole from his 
sentence of fourteen years nine 
énonths for conspiracy to use the mails 
tofdefraud will be heard at. the Janu- 
ary meeting of the Federal Parole 
Board, 

Dr. Cook, admitted to the federal 
penitentiary here April 6, 1925, has 
served one-third of his term and auto 
matically is eligible for parole on his 
record of good behavior. All of his as 
sociates in the oil promotion scheme, 
which led to his conviction, were par- 
oled three years ago. Dr. Cook's 
health has been failing under confine 
ment and friends say he cannot live 
through his full sentence. He is editor 
of the prison newspaper, The New Era. 

Dr. Cook started one of the most 
Spectacular controversies of modern ex 
eapaae when he announced, Septem 
ber 1, 1909, that he had reached the 
North Pole. First acclaimed through 
out the world, he later was branded a 
faker. Admiral Peary said he found 
no evidence at the pole of Cook’s visit 
there and scientists, ‘said Cook’s docu 
mentary proofs of the achievement 
Were cf dubious authenticity. His 
claim later was defended by several 
noted scientists, including Cax, Roald 
Amundsen, but today he stands gener 
ally discredited.

‘The London Zoo contains perhaps a 
Breater collection of Nature's g-0- 
tesques than any other in the world. 
The strangest, probably, of all the 
living things~housed there is the frill- 
ed lizard, a cretture which looks for all 
the world like a burlesque  balle> 
dance-. From the centre of the anim- 
ated rosette comes thi head of t ve 
frilled lizard which moves along on 
two spindly bowed legs. It is a native 
of Queensland and of northern and 
morth-western Australia, a part of the, 
world where Nature seems to have de- 
lig’ ted in experiments with grotesque 
and bizarre effects. From th> same 
country comes the funny kangaroo and 
the weird ostrich, as weil as the emu, 
the bird that has gained fame from 
crossworld puzzles. The latest novelty 
to ar.ive at the Zoo isa collection of 
humming birds from Cos*ta Rica. Titese 
birds, which require an enormous 
amount offi ourishmen', are being fed 
a mixture of honey and a pater food.

Large numbers of Mau, mem 
bers of the League of Samoans, formed 
@ parade of honor to welcome the re- 
turn of A. G. Smyth, following his 
two-year banishment for the forma-~ 
tion of a revolutionary citizens’ com- 
mittee. : 

Among the Mau the police recogniz- 
ed a number of natives wanted by 
them for various offenses, but their at 
tempt to arrest them was the sign for 
a mass attack on the administrative 
officers, who were unarmed. A party 
of police, armed with pistols, quickly 
arrived and managed to get all the 
police clear except Constable William. 
Abraham, a native of Belfast, Ireland, 
who was felled with an axe and beaten 
to death. The Mau then attacked the 
police station, but were driven off by 
machine guns. Later they wrecked 
telephone lines east of Apia.

30.—Four persons were killed outright, 
one was injured, and another escaped 
without injury when they were caught 
beneath a barn floor which collapsed 
on the farm of Lionel Pepin here at 
six o'clock last evening. The floor 
gave way beneath the load of 800 bags 
of oats which had just been placed in 
the loft of the barn. :

The injured victim is Antointo Pepin 
who suffered slight head injuries.

‘born in New Brunswick, who has all 
his life engaged in the pursuit of war, 
His career has been that of a stormy 
petrel. At the present time Mr. Gor- 
{don is in Belleville, haying arrived 
| Only a few days ago from New York, 
whence he landed after having con- 
cluded a seven-year term with the 
| French Foreign Legion in Morocco. 


! Speaking to a representative of the 

press this morning! the man told an 

account of his adventures since he 
Was a lad of 18. 


Mr. Gordon was born in New Bruns- 
+wick, and as his name* indicates, of 
Scotch parentage. His father was a 
soldier in the Boer war, after which 
{de came to Canada in 1890. 


In the year 1911 Gordon felt the 
irrepressible urge to see service in 
the army. He signed up with the 
rebel troops of Madero in Mexico, who 
finally overcame the forces of Diaz, 
who had ruled for 60 years. This last- 
ed from 1911 until 1913. From 1913 
until 1916 he was with the United 
States Cavalry in Mexican border ser- 
vice. From 1916 until 1919 he was 
with the 26th Battalion of New Bruns- 
wick, fighting for Canada and the 
Empire in Planders. 


After the conclusion of the war. he 
was a@ member of the “Black and 
Tans” employed during the trouble 
of the Irish Free State from 1919 to 
1920, In 1921 he came back to Can- 
ada, but the hum-drum; life in the 
cities did not have an appeal for very 
long. In the same year he thought 
that serving in the French Foreign 
Legion would have a spice of adven- 
ture, as if all the previous wars that 
he had been in were not enough. From 
1922 until October of this year he 
seryed with the Legion. Behind the 
Legion there is a veil of romance writ- 
ten and re-written by storytellers who 
for the most part have not told the 
story as it really is. ‘
